BLANTON DISAPPEARANCE NOW

Wm. V. Mowlam, Corsicana city

called Friday morning.

fied relative to the time of the 
setting of the sun on the day of 
the burning of the German home 
according to the Texas Almanac.

mony, the wife of the 
accused 
man said she and her husband 
had been married 12 years.

said they had four children and 
then under questioning of Defense 
Attorney Hobson Green of Athens, 
said she was at home the night 
of the fire and had been there all 
day.

he (Sweeten) believed 
Pruett was lying about the others 
but It was his opinion Pruett alone 
was guilty. Ho denied a statement 
attributed to him ID the Review to

24 consecutive 
hours. 


Friday Afternoon 
The defendant spent practically 


all of the Friday afternoon session 
of court on tho witness stand In 
his own behalf and underwent a 
rigorous cross-examination at tho 
hands of Cleo G. Miller, Navarro 
county criminal .district attorney. 
The direct examination was under 
tho direction of Defense Attorney 
H. B. Green. The accused negro de- 
nied any guilt or implication Into 
tho robbery, death and burning of 
Mr. and Mrs. German, declared he 
signed the confessions but certain 
portions of them were untrue and 
were done after he had been pun- 
ished by Dallas and Henderson 
county officers. He admitted, how- 
over, that the skin was not broken 
on any part of his body and that 
he was not injured to any appreci- 
able extent. He frequently could 
not remember statements attribut- 
ed to him In the former trial at 
Athens in which he was given the 
death penalty. He professed a great 
liking and admiration of Mr. and 
Mrs. German and denied hs had 
done anything to harm them, 


Ida Young, negress, cousin of the 
defendant, was 
recalled 
by the 


state when court started Friday 
afternoon. She denied she had ever 
boon in a fitate hospital but ad- 
mitted to County Attorney Miles 
B. Smith that she had beon in n 
sick hospital in Terrell for 
five 
months. 


The defendant took the stand and 
stated he was 34 years of ago, de- 
tailed placcn where ho had resided 
during hln childhood, when ho mar- 
ried, and the various years during 
which time he had resided on thn 
German and other farms in that 
vicinity. He was living on 
le Ger- 


man farm when he was arrested 
nled the defendant was required to (early in March, 1930, more than 17 
stand wtih his hands above hla months -after the German home 
head for several hours.

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On cross-examination, Mr. Swee- 
ten said he lived at the Henderson 
county jail and formerly was coun- 
ty Jailer. He admitted he had aided 
his son in making arrests, etc., and 
that Miller read over the state- 
ment to the negro before it waa 
signed. He denied being on a shift 
of questioning or punishing the de- 
fendant. He said sometimes It was 
necessary to question prisoners for 
a number of hours before they 
"broke down." 


Williams On Stand 
Homer Williams, Dallas, former 


police'chief of Athens and Hender- 
son county deputy sheriff, testi- 
fied he had known Fulton since 
1020. He said ho aided the question- 
Ing of the three negroes charged 
In the Investigation. Speaking of 
the second statement taken from 
the defendant, Williams said the 
defendant 
had 
advised 
officers 
that certain portions of tho ori- 
ginal confession were untrue and 
he desired to make a true state- 
ment of everything. Ho said he 
went to Dallas, March 15, 1930, 
with County Attorney 
Miles B. 


Smith and waa present when Smith 
warned the defendant that he (Ful- 
ton) 
did not have to make a state- 


ment and ono made would be used 
against him in his trial. Ho denied 
Fulton was slapped or abused by 
anyone and ma do tho statement in 
his (Fulton's) own words. 
Jap Lucas, Athens, member of 
the Texas legislature, said he wan 
present In Dallas when the second 
statement was made by Fulton and 
that he (Lucas) wrote .the state- 
ment on a typewriter. County At- 
torney Smith asked the defendant 
questions occasionally and at other 
times the negro told his own story 
about it. Lucas said he would fre- 
quently ask the negro It tho state- 
ment typed were correct. I«ucaa 
said ho saw Fulton sign the state- 
ment. 
County Attorney Smith testified 
that he did not hit or abuse Fulton 
at any time. He said that fear of 
mob violence was one of the fac- 
tors In the removal of the prison- 
ers from Henderson county jail to 
the Dallas county jail. 


Sheriff Sweeten Testifies 
Sheriff Joss Sweeten occupied 


the witness chair for a consider- 
able time Saturday morning and 
was subjected to a detailed cross- 
examination Into various phases of 
the investigation of events sur- 
rounding the burning of the Ger- 
man home by Defense Attorney 
Green, with particular emphasis 
placed on the whereabouts of an 
old oil can allegedly taken from 
the debris of the German home. 
The sheriff could not tell whore 
the can had been kept for a con- 
siderable period after the fire, and 
aaid he did not have tho can In 


Actions 
his .actions the 


burned. 


The defendant praised Mr. Gor- 
man as being a "good man." He de- 
clared that both "Mr. and Mrs. 
Gorman were good to mo and my 
family" and that they had never 
had any trouble. 


Outlined 


Fulton outlined 
day prior to the burning of the 
house and then going to pick cot- 
ton during tho afternoon. He said 
Artie Cook quit picking cotton an 
hour before the remainder of tho 
hands in tho field and he said ho 
picked peas later. He said he went 
to his auntie's house and then by 
Artie Cook's place, but did not sec 
Artie, and then crossed highway 
40 to his Aunt Mallnda'n residence 
where he stayed 30 or 40 minutes 
talking before 
proceeding on to 


his own cabin. Tho accused negro 
testified that hla wife was platting 
tho hair of one of tho children, 
Ucstor, when ho arrived, and after 
he had played with the children, 
his wife or daughter prepared his 
supper. Ho said bin wife referred 
to hearnlg a noise and he (Fulton) 
thought someone was 
bothering 


his corn and ho peeped out of 
the window but did not BOO any- 
thing. 


The negro then testified hJ.i wife 
said: "Lawd have mercy, Mr. and 
Mrs. 
German's house IH on fire." 


At this point, tho witness testi- 


fied, he ran out of his cabin and 
sped to the sceno of the fin;, cull- 
ing tho names of the aged couple, 
but received no answer. He said 
the oast side of the honwe was fall- 
ing in at that time. Then he ran 
to the residences of Bert Davis, on 
tho samo farm, awakened him and 
together thoy ran back to the fire, 
turned out the livestock and chick- 
ens, 
etc. Ho said he (Fulton) re- 


mained at the fire until about 4 
o'clock tho next morning. 


Tell* of ArrcHt 


Tho defendant Bald he tried lo 


find out who did the crime and 
that officers 
began 
Hooking for 
Elmer Pruett four days later. Ho 
Haid he (Fulton) waa arrested tho 
following day after Elmer Pruett 
waa apprrhcndftd n months after 
tho tragedy. Tho negro outlined 
being arrested, taken to Athens, 
and a short time later tho «ume 
day being taken to Dallas by Sher- 
iff Joss Swneten and his father, 
John Sweeten. Ho said 
he and 


Artie Cook wore questioned in tho 
office of M. Ii. Miller, special in- 
vestigator for the district attor- 
ney's office of Dallas county. 
Fulton said he told tho officers 


what he was telling on tho witness 
stand, but they did not want that 
and told him Elmor Pructt had 
made a confession. He said ho 
(Fulton) signed several confessions 
and statements after he was pun- 
ished and scared. He said ho wan 
istruck by Maguiro and Miller and 


the tragedy to hunt for Elmer 
Pruett. He admitted talking to 
Pructt a short time later but did 
not arrest him or turn him into 
the officers because he (Fulton) 
was afraid a mob might get him 
(Fulton) if he (Pruett) lied and 
implicated him in the murder. 


Under questioning at the hands 


of Cleo Miller, the defendant ad- 
mitted that he wns given thrco 
meals per day in the Dallas jail, 
and that no marks were made by 
thfl punishment accorded him. Ho 
said he had not beon abused and 
was not scared In Corsicana. Ho 
admitted he waa protected by the 
Henderson county officers on his 
former trial and was not harmed 
or mistreated except when he was 
hit by Sweeten in an ante-room 
when ho (Fulton) continued to act 
crazy during the trial and acted 
as if he was playing a piano at 
tho counsel table. 


When confronted with tho rec- 
ord of his testimony on the former 
trial to the effect that his state- 
ments made to officers was made 
on his own accord and ho was not 
forced to make same, he said ho 
did not know what ho said on tho 
former trial, and frequently did 
not remember testimony offered at 
the previous trial. 


He admitted ho made several 
statements and signed them, and 
also admitted calling Mr. Pace into 
the room to hear tho true state- 
ments. He also admitted tho per- 
son taking down tho confessions 
stopped him several times in order 
to get all his statements In tho 
document. Ho admitted his signa- 
tures on each page of the confes- 
sions and the signatures of wit- 
nesses were genuine. Ho admitted 
saying everything In the confes- 
sions but repudiated the truthful- 
ness of the parts relating to his 
Implication Into the death of tho 
two people. 


"Why did you call In Mr. Earl 
Pace to hear a statement to get 
something off your mind and heart 
and then made a statement if It 
were untrue " Cleo Miller shot at 
the defendant. After hesitating and 
the Insistence of tho prosecutor 
was renewed for an answer, Ful- 
ton replied: "I can't answer the 
question." 


Ho continued with tho declara- 


tion he waa so afraid and scared 
that it didn't mako much differ- 
ence to him at that time what ho 
sale.. Ho admitted th .t tlio firing 
of a .22 calibre rifle at tho German 
residence could have beon heard 
at hin home. He snld his wife told 
him she had heard omothlng like 
a whip cracking toward tho Gor- 
man house before ho (Fulton) ar- 
rived, but ho (Fulton) did not toll 
her anything. He maintained un- 
der further questioning that ho did 
not know anything about tho fire 
until his wife called his attention 
to It while ho was eating his sup- 
per.Fulton said Elmer Pruett 
told 


him four days after the lire that 
he (Pruett) and Cook had killed 
tho couple. Ho admitted he (Ful- 
ton) 
was looking for Pructt with 
a pistol and thnt Pruett knew he 
(Fulton) was after him, but when 
he saw Pructt, he (Pruett) made 
no attempt to escape or *cm.

admitted that ho had told :ir. Shut-

Damages running into thousands of dollars result- 


ed in Navarro county early Thursday evening from a 
wind, hail, electrical and rain storm that entered this 
territory from a northeasterly direction and swept en- 
tirely across the northern part of the 
county striking 


Chatfield, Tupelo, Rice, Emhouse, Barry, and Blooming 
Grove and then into Hill county. 


Crops in the storm area, several miles wide in places, 


were stripped or beaten into the ground, houses, barns, 
outbuildings, schools, churches, cattle and poultry suf- 
fered heavily from the combined elements as well as 
most of the utilities being disrupted in many sectors. No 
estimate of the damage could be compiled Friday as hun- 
dreds of home occupants and owners spent the day in 
clearing away debris and attempting to salvage something 
from the disaster. 


Score Injured 


Perhaps a score of persons were injured in the va- 


rious communities but none were believed to be in a se- 
rious condition. Among those 
reported injured were 


Lorene Phinney, Corsicana route 2, treated at the P. and 
S. Hospital about 12:45 a.m. for cuts and lacerations on 
one foot and other minor wounds and later allowed to 
return home; Murlene Wren, Purdon, route 1, treated at 
the P. and S, Hospital about 1:30 a.m. for a lacerated 
arm and allowed to return home; Evelyn Allen, 18, Em- 
house, had her right leg broken at the ankle and after 
surgical treatment at the Corsicana Hospital and Clinic 
was able to return home; several persons were treated 
at the Navarro Clinic for minor injuries and permitted 
to return home but names unknown; H. E. Hervey of Tu- 
pelo was reported to have received several broken ribs,

COURT BILL FAILS MEN- 


TION SUPREME COURT 


WASHINGTON, Augr. 7. 


—(/P)—The senate ended its 
bitter six-month controversy 
today by passing a compro- 
mise bill, providing only for 
procedural changes in low- 
er federal tribunals. 


A substitute for the presi- 


dent's original bill which includ- 
ed enlargement of the supreme 
court If justices over 70 did not 
retire, the measure approved did 
not 
even 
mention 
tho supremo 


court, 


It was passed without a record 


vote after a perfunctory debate. 


Since the court 
measure was 


attached as an amendment to an 
unimportant house Judiciary bill, 
it will now go back to the house 
for its approval. Little opposition 
was expected. 


Administration 
spokesmen 
had 


agreed to the bill 
in 
principle, 


following the collapse of their su- 
preme court enlargement program. 


Immediately after the bill's pas- 


sago Senator Guffey (D-Pa) asked 
that his opposition be recorded. 


Vice President Garner permitted 


him to note his opposition in tho 
record. 


The only dposition voiced on the 


floor came 
from 
Senator Lewis 


(D-IH). He contended the measure 
was 
unconstitutional 
because' it 


would prevent a single federal dis- 
trict judge from restraining the 
enforcement of acts of congress he 
deems invalid. 
It was virtually the last piece 


of major legislation 
confronting 


the senate. Administration lead- 
ers confidently predicted adjourn- 
ing within two weeks, after the 
senate "mopped up" a half dozen 
minor bills, 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 7.—(/P)— 
The senate sought to dispose of 
the six-months-old Judiciary dis- 
pute, as far as this session of con* 
gresa is concerned, by passing to- 
day the new lower court procedure 
bill.In contrast with the months of 
oratory which senators had stored 
up for tho original Roosevelt bill 
a month ago, no one indicated an,y 
desire to give an address about the 
substitute. 
The senate disposed late yester- 


day of the more controversial tis- 
sues raised by the original bill, or- 
dering a committee to study them 
and make recommendations. 


An appropriation of |7,500 was 
voted for the uurvey by a commit- 
tee of seven senators, as proposed 
by Senators Hatch (D-NMJ and 
Burke (D-Neb).

ly chosen with the only condl* 
tlon that It complete certain pro- 
posals contained in its bid. 


"The board of control Is of the 


opinion the city of Big Spring 
offers the best opportunity 
of 


conveniently serving 
tho 'poople 


of Went Texas," a statement said, 
"and will locate tho hospital on 
a site offered by Big Spring if 
and when the terms of their ap- 
plication and proposal and all le- 
gal reaulrementa 
have 
been 
met." 


The board said it desired im- 


mediately to begin construction 
of the buildings and 
"architects 


and superintendent of the insti- 
tution are standing by ready to 
carry on the work in an 
effici- 
ent and rapid manner." 
"It will very likely take a year 


to complete various 
units pro- 


vided for by tho legislature and 
when they are completed it will be 
necessary for the legislature to 
make an appropriation for sup- 
port and maintenance and for the 
staff of tho institution." it said. 


Appropriation Xot Made. 
"Very likely that appropriation 


will not be made before the leg- 
islature meets in January, 1939, 
unless perchance the legislature 
should make it at some special 
session in 1938, The board of 
control hopes tp make thla the 
most modern institution in the 
system of seven state hospitals." 
Dr. George Thomas McMahan 


recently was chosen as superin- 
tendent of the intltution. He was 
graduated 
from Baylor Medical 


college, at Dallas, and was a 
member of the staff of the San 
Antonio state

years during which time he serv- 
ed as senior physician and clin- 
ical director of psychiatry. 


Big Spring proposed to give the 
state B80 acres of "fertile tillable" 
land overlooking the city about 
one and one half miles north of 
the center, on the West side ot 
Highway No. 9 and bounded on 
three sides by public highways.

natural gas facilities, as well as 
a railroad spur, to the buildings 
without cost to the state.

PROTESTS EXPULSION 


OF NEWSPAPERMEN
